tlirir interests during thu ensuiug year, 
il is becoming and proper that some dcli- 
nitc plan of action for our future gui- 
dance should he determined upon, and, 
as far »i piactU-nblu, carried out. i de- 
sire now to call your attention to a few 
-)f the many iiuUers that will claim our 
attention. 


\Vc have a young, growing and thriv- 


ing city, with good'railroad facilities, 
and by proper action on our part we 
will make still further advance in ma- 
terial prosperity. 


Considering the expensive improve- 


ments made within the last few years 
our present financial condition may be 
regarded as comparatively sound and 
i'ood. The report of our financial con- 
dition, made on February 10th, 1870, to 
which I respectfully 
refer you, will 


prove the correctness of this statement. 


Our tiro department is in good condi- 


tion, being composed of many of our 
best citizens, and the energy, skill and 
bravery displayed by them at the fives 
which have occurred, deserve our warm- 
est commendation. 
This department 


should be fostered and cared for, and I 
would recommend that all needed assis- 
tance, so far as the same can be granted 
by the Council, be extended for its pres- 
ervation and care. 


We arc well supplied with -water fa- 


cilities, and the water works are now 
nearly 
self-sustaining. 
It 
may be 


thought necessary during the year to cx- 
tend'the water mains, and if this is done 
I hope the expense thereby incurred 
will but slightly increase our indebted- 


it'is proper that I should call your at- 


tention to the condition of our streets, 
alleys and sidewalks. For the proper 
prosecution of business and to preserve 
the fair name of our city some improve- 
ment in our streets should be inaugura- 
ted. I am not favorable to u general 
system of improvement to be prosecuted 
at the prc'icnt time; our finances would 
not warrant the outlay required. But a 
general plan of improvement should bo 
adopted, and a commencement made, 
to be prosecuted to completion from 
year to year, as our resources increase 
and enable us to perform tho work. I 
urn not partial to any particular one ot 
the plans that luivo been from time to time 
suggested for such improvement, and 1 
leave the special mode to be adopted to 
the wisdom of tho council, only suggest- 
ing that whatever plan you may adopt 
may bo permanent in its character, with 
a due regard to economy in the expendi- 


Thc ordinances in force, and such as 


may be hereafter found necessary rela- 
tive to the cleanliness of alleys, should 
be strictly enforced. I regret to say 
that in many oases this important matter 
has been overlooked. In many places 
the sidewalks arc defective and should 
be repaired. While I would recommend 


strict economy in expenditures for 


each and all of us lend our aid to what- 
ever may be deemed necessary for the 
improvement and well being of our city. 
We should pursue a conservative, eco- 
nomical course of action in all matters 
pertaining to her welfare, to the end 
that at the expiration of the year we may 
find our city prosperous and improved, 
and financially as good, if not better, 
than it is at present. Let us keep within 
the strict letter 'of the powers granted us, 
and in all things do our whole duty as 
officers of the city.

MR. JOHN 


Coroner's Jury,—Verdict, Etc. 


Yesterday morning Mr. John Brand, 


living on South Broadway, complained 
of being unwell, and was noticed by 
his wife to vomit once or twice. He 
said but little during the forenoon, and 
about twelve o'clock went to an out- 
building, -where he was seen by a wo- 
man living in the rear part of his house, 
lying partly upon the floor. She was 
somewhat alarmed at Ms appearance, 
and sent her boy to him to see what 
was the matter. The boy soon returned 
with the intelligence that Brand seemed 
to be dead, whereupon the family at 
once went to his assistance aud succeed- 
ed in getting him into the house, but 
life was evidently extinct before he was 
removed from the out building. 


Last evening Coroner Aungst sum- 


moned a jury of inquest, with Dr. 8. 
McBride as foreman, and after due in- 
quiry into the cause or causes;of death, 
the jury returned the following verdict: 


We, the jury, called to inquire into 


cause of the death of John Brand, find 
that he came to his death by causes to 
us unknown. 


Mr. B. was about 48 years of age, and 


had been a resident of Decatur nearly 
or quite twenty years. He leaves a 
widow and one daughter.
